Petition re ; the closure of Hyderabad Spinning and 

Weaving Mills 

Mr. Speaker : There is a petition to be presented by Shri 
V. D. Deshpande on behalf of the workers of the Hyderabad 
Spinning and Weaving Mills, 

Shri V. D. Deshpande (Ippaguda) : Mr. Speaker, Sir, I 
herewith present a petition sent on behalf of the 1700 workers 
of the Hyderabad Spinning and Weaving Mills regarding the 
closure of the Mill. 

The petitioners state that in the last session they submitted 
a similar petition to this House. In the meanwhile on 8th 
January, 1954, the millowner has closed the mill completely 
and thus rendered unemployed 1700 workers and more than 
8 thousand of their dependents. The petitioners say that 
in the meanwhile, they are being paid Rs. 10 to 27 per month 
fot some time, which has not rendered them sufficient help. 
This : is causing worry to ,the workers and even' some worn- 
ers like Moti Ram have become neurotic and have beeii 
admitted into the Erragiida Hospital; They further Say that 
from 27th February, a grkv& situation has developed mpmse 
the allowances will be stopped they will be completely 
penniless. They add that because of the closure 4| lakhs of yards* 
of cloth and 1| lakhs yards of yarn is being lost to the nation* 
every mpnth. But Government has not been able to take 
any effective step in this respect so far. Further* they say 
that a request for a Tripartite Conference iii this respeet ha£ 
not If^m fulfilled by the Government or by the Management. 
T&e ^tfoprietor has been avoiding it co&tinuoMy . N<»t only 
that, the offer by the Qoverns&t&tt of- W lakhs of tupees as

loan also is not being accepted and the intention of the em- 
ployer seems to be to drag on the closure as long as possible 
and later on retrench about 450 workers, have cut in wages > 
increase the work load and then see whether the problem can 
be solved. The accumulation of cloth in this mill is being 
done with the help of MSK Mills of Gulbarga and the manage- 
ment is thus trying not to open the mill. The Government 
have npt taken any effective steps and so 1700 workers 
and their dependants are starving. Therefore the petitioners 
request : 

(1) To convene a Tripartite Conference without loss of 
time any further, to discuss the reopening of the Mills and 
conditions of replacement of machinery. 

(2) Appoint an Urgent Court of Inquiry to go into the 
quality of cloth produced and reasons for accumulation of 
stocks. 

(8) Grant immediate relief to starving and semi-starv- 
ing workers by way of free rations and cheap grain shops, 

; (4) Grant loan for purchase of new machinery or take 
over the Mills by the Industrial Trust Fund for running it; in 
the interests of providing employment to such a huge num- 
ber of workers who are skilled. 

They lastly hope that in the name of 8 thousand depen- 
dants and children, who are dying of starvation their humble 
petition will be considered and immediate action will be taken 
by the Government.

Shri M. S. Bajalingam : The gravity of the situation is such 
that Government's clarification is also necessary. 

Mr. Speaker : If the Deputy Minister likes, he may make 
a statement in connection with an adjournment motion that 
is given notice of and to which I shall be presently mc king 
a reference. But so far as this petition is concerned, I refer it to 
the Committee on Petitions. 

Shri M. S. Bajalingam : Does the adjournment motion 
relate to the same subject, Sir. 

Mr. Speaker : Yes, it does.

Mr. Speaker : There is an adjournment motion given no- 
tice of by Shri Ch. Venkatrama Rao which reads thus : 

"I hereby give notice of my intention to ask for leave 
to move a motion for the adjournment of the business of the 
Assembly for the purpose of discussing a definite matter of 
urgent public importance, namely : 

Since one and half months the Hyderabad Spinning and 
Weaving Mills (old Mills) has been locked up- The Mill owner 
has become a dictator. He has not even cared to give a notice 
of closing the mills according to the provisions of Labour Act. 
More than 1700 workers of the above Mills have been made 
unemployed and forced to be hungry being deprived of their 
bread. They have approached the Government many times to 
do the needful, but Government did not move in this regard. 
Their demand is to do away this forced lock-up as soon as 
possible. But the Government failed to help them, in any w&y 
since one and half months* The workers* conditions have become 
bad to worst. They axe hungry since days together. Day before 
yesterday alone they have come to the Assembly tmll in a 
procession demanding Justice. But thfc Government under 
the plea of Section 144 prevented them. So it is a definite 
matter of urgetit public importanoe and should be discussed 
in the Assembly on 1 25*2-i9$k^ ;

But let us has what the Government has to say in the mat- 
ter. 

Shri M. S. Bajalingam : Mr. Speaker, Sir, It has been 
alleged that the Hyderabad Spinning & Weaving Mills have 
been closed for the last l£ months and Government had done 
nothing to avert the situation. 

The facts are : The mangement of the Hyderabad Spin- 
ning, and Weaving Mills were contemplating to close down the 
concern from September, 1953, due to continuous and heavy 
financial losses caused by reason of very old machinery and 
inefficient production, etc. On 8th September 1953 a month's . 
noiiee of olpsure was issued stating that the concern was to be 
elo^d* with eiBfeefc from 8th October 1958. Immediately on 
receipt of this ,noti<?6, the management's attention was drawn 
to Sfeetion 33 of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947,, and it was 
clarified th$t as the dispute was sub-judice before the Appel- 
late Tribunal they could not close down the Mills without the 
express written permission of the Appellate Tribunal* The 
mangement approached the Appellate Tribunal and their peti- 
tion was disallowed. However, Government, apprehending 
the closure of the Mills due to uneconomic planning took the 
following measures to avert the situation ;

The Employment Exchange was addressed on 15th Sep- 
tember 1953 to collect information about the requirements of 
labour on various projects under the P.W.D. and other Deve- 
lopment Departments with a view to advise the workers of 
this Mill to seek employment in these occupations if need be. 
Joint discussions from October, 1953, onwards were held with 
the representatives of the management and the workers' union 
to explore ways and means for avoiding the apprehended clo- 
sure. On 27th October 1953, Shri T. T. Krishnamachari, Mi- 
nister for Commerce & Industries, . Government of India 
addressed to consider the desirability of taking suitable ac- 
tion under the provisions of the Industries Development Re- 
gulation Act, 1951. A meeting under the Chairmanship of the 

Minister for P.W.D. and attended by the Secretary, P.W.D. , 
Labour Commissioner and the Finance Secretary was held on 
19-12-1953 to draw up proposals for rehabilitation and find- 
ing re-employment for the workers in pursuance of the Cabinet 
decision in this regard. Shri G. L. Nanda, Minister for Plan- 
, ning, Government of India, was also addressed on 30th January 
1954, to consider giving financial aid to the concern from the 
fund earmarked for unemployment relief in urban areas under 
the revised Five- Year Plan. 

In the meanwhile, the Management issued another notice 
dated 8th January, 1954 laying off the workers from the said 
date* Though this was permissible under the Industrial Dis- 
putes Act, the Labour Department was not satisfied with the 
bonafides of the case and the matter was referred 
to/the Industrial Tribunal. .The issues were (1) whether the 
stoppage by the employers of the working of the said mills 
from 8th January 1954 is a lay-off or lock-out and (2) to what ' 
relief *£re the workmen of the said mills entitled. The ques- 
tion of prosecuting the management simultaneously for con- 
travention o $ the Act and certain other provisions of the Act 
is also under examination. The awaftl is awaited and tKe 
other aspects of the question are also being studied ,
